Barnett to assume 
duties as schools

Bd. moves 
step closer on 
Justice Cen. 

The Project Development 
Board in charge of overseeing the 
design and construction of the 
county’s proposed new multi- 
million dollar Justice Center has 
moved a step closer to a projected 
spring 2010 construction start. 

In a meeting last Thursday, the 
board voted to employ the invest- 
ment firm of Ross-Sinclair & 
Associates to provide interim fi- 
nancing for the project and also 
moved to have the property se- 
lected for the facility in down- 
town West Liberty appraised by 
a certified appraiser. 

Depending on the appraisal, 
the deal to purchase site, which 
includes the McKenzie Shopwise 
property on Court Street and the 
adjacent old Maloney’s lot on 
Broadway Street — could be 
signed within 60 to 90 days, al- 
lowing site preparation to begin, 
a board spokesman said. 

Construction is scheduled to 
begin in the spring of 2010. 

Over $16 million has been 
approved to build the Justice 
Center along with an additional 
$2 million-plus for furnishings 
and equipment. Bonds to finance 
the project are scheduled to be 
sold in 2010.

Proposal approved to 
begin site preparation 
for new firehouse

The West Liberty City Coun- 
cil at its regular April 27 meet- 
ing heard a presentation from 
New Cities Institute project par- 
ticipant Melissa McKenzie, who 
discussed several ideas for reno- 
vations at Old Mill Park. 

The New Cities program is 
designed to develop a visionary 
plan for the community’s future, 
and provides the opportunity for 
participants to discuss possible 



Wrnings by health officials 
that an outbreak of swine flu 
spreading from Mexico could 
reach pandemic proportions has 
prompted Gateway District 
Health Department to remind the 
public to observe basic precau- 
tions to help prevent the spread 
of flu within Bath, Menifee, 
Morgan and Rowan counties.

Currently, there are approxi- 



long and short term projects to 
enhance Morgan County’s qual- 
ity of life.

mately 40 confirmed cases of 
swine flu in the United States, a 
number that is expected to grow. 
The World Health Organization 
and CDC have reported numer- 
ous human cases of a severe res- 
piratory illness in at least three 
different regions of Mexico. 

The number of cases has risen 
steadily since the beginning of 
April 2009. Laboratory testing of 
patient specimens has confirmed 
infections with swine influenza 
(swine flu) A/H1N1 virus. This 
is a newly emerging, animal-ori- 
gin virus that is now being spread 
from an infected person to an- 
other person. 

Sally Trent, regional epidemi- 
ologist with Gateway District 
Health Department, says that no 
cases have been identified in

Gold will serve as 
consultant; Term 
will close June 5

Deatrah Barnett officially 
signed a contract with the Mor- 
gan County Board of Education 
for the position of superintendent 
of schools at a special April 23 
meeting, during which board 
members also announced that she 
would assume interim superin- 
tendent duties on May 1 . 

Current Superintendent of 
Schools Joe Dan Gold was ap- 
pointed as a consultant to Barnett 
until his June 30 retirement. 

“I want Deatrah to succeed,” 
Gold said. “I would be glad to 
continue as superintendent, but I 
am currently dealing with the is- 
sues that she will ultimately be 
responsible for, like next year’s 
budget and staffing. I plan to as- 
sist her in any way she asks.” 

Gold also commented on the 
2009-2010 school district budget 
at the meeting. 

“From a financial standpoint, 
things look pretty good,” Gold 
said. “Unless there are future cuts 
- but that is something that is 
unpredictable.” 

During an April 24 interview, 
Gold noted that he has not been 
notified of any state educational 
cuts that would apply to next 
year’s budget, which must be ap- 
proved by May 30. 

“This year’s budget is fairly 
stable,” Gold said. “As for next 



Van serves some 2,000 
patients in Morgan, 
Wolfe, and Lawrence 

Former Gov. Brereton Jones 
recently offered to match up to 
$70,000 in donations to the St. 
Joseph Hospital Foundation for 
the Eastern Kentucky Mobile 
Health Service van to provide 
free medical help and medica- 
tions. 

According to The Lexington 
Herald-Leader , the mobile van 
did not receive $140,000 from 
the state legislature to continue 
operations. 

F. Rose Rexroat, administra- 
tor of the mobile health service 
for St. Joseph Hospital in Lex- 
ington, said that Jones contacted 
her in February after an article 
chronicling the van’s financial 
difficulties was published in The 
Herald-Leader. 

Funding for the van was re- 
duced by approximately $40,000 
last July, and was again trimmed 
by an additional $100,000 last 
December. 

The van makes weekly stops 
at Hazel Green in Wolfe County, 
Blaine in Lawrence County and 
Ezel, Cannel City and Crockett 
in Morgan County to provide 
health care to approximately 
2,000 needy people on an annual 
operating budget of $359,000. 

Jones noted that he had not

Changes made to Wetland 
Reserve Pgm. and signup 



Natural Resources Conserva- 
tion Service in Kentucky is ac- 
cepting applications for the Wet- 
lands Reserve Program (WRP). 
The application ranking cutoff 
date is May 29, 2009. WRP ap- 
plications are continually ac- 
cepted and those applications 
received after the cutoff dates 
will be deferred until the next 
ranking cycle. 

The Wetlands Reserve Pro- 



gram is a voluntary program of- 
fering landowners the opportunity 
to protect, restore and enhance 
wetlands on their property. Since 
1996, the USDA Natural Re- 
sources Conservation Service 
(NRCS) has provided Kentucky 
landowners over $24,000,000 to 
restore 16,000 acres of cropland, 
pastureland and other altered 
lands to their original wetland 



conditions. 

The compensation portion of 
the Food, Conservation and En- 
ergy Act of 2008 for WRP is ef- 
fective immediately and may be 
of special interest to local land- 
owners. The new language in the 
2008 Farm Bill authorizes the 
Secretary of Agriculture to pay as 
compensation for a WRP ease- 
ment the fair market value of the 
land, as determined by an ap- 
praisal or an area-wide market 
analysis or survey. The amount 
paid is limited to a geographic cap 
or the landowner offer, whichever 
is less. 

Landowners can view the geo- 
graphic rate cap, which estab- 
lishes the maximum easement 
payment NRCS will pay for the 
corresponding county, and other 
program information, on the 
NRCS Kentucky webpage: http:/ 
/www.ky.nrcs.usda. gov/pro- 
grams. Scroll down to Wetlands 
Reserve Program.

Consolidating Counties 



Agreement seems to be grow- 
ing that the liberal left now in 
control of Congress intends to use 
the world economic crisis as a 
catalyst to change the USA as we 
know it to conform with their 
dreams of some sort of brave new 
perfect world. To-wit: The fol- 
lowing post last week on the Ky. 
Institute for Rural Journalism 
website, which pretty well con- 
firms it — and out of the mouths 
of two influential spokesmen for 
those of an ultra-progressive 
bent: 

April 20 — The economic cri- 
sis should prompt consolidation 
of local governments and small- 
state functions, Tom Brokaw of 
NBC News writes for The New 
York Times’ op-ed page. His ex- 
amples range from New York, 
where a state commission deter- 
mined that consolidation could 
save the state more than $1 bil- 
lion, to North Dakota and his na- 
tive South Dakota, where 
Brokaw says that 17 universities 
for 1.5 million people in two 
states could better use their 
money by consolidating admin- 
istrations into one university sys- 
tem with satellite campuses. 

Brokaw’ s example of Iowa’s 
99 counties for 3 million resi- 
dents could be repeated for a 
number of states. Nebraska has 
more counties per capita than any 
state, and Kentucky is second. 
“Each one houses a full comple- 
ment of clerks, auditors, sheriff’s 
deputies, jailers and commission- 
ers,” he writes. “Is there any rea- 
son beyond local pride to main- 
tain such duplication given the 
economic and population pres- 
sures of our time?” 

Chase Martyn of the Iowa In- 
dependent replies, “The answer 
to Brokaw’s question may very 



well be “no,” but that doesn’t 
mean he will get his way anytime 
soon. In many small towns across 
Iowa, local pride is all that keeps 
communities going. If you shut 
down the courthouse and a few 
schools in one of the smaller 
county seat towns here, many 
fear the town could evaporate in 
a matter of only a few years. ... A 
few towns would almost cer- 
tainly die, and no politician wants 
to be responsible for that.” The 
same could be said of every state 
with a plethora of counties. 

Brokaw quotes General Elec- 
tric Chairman Jeffrey Immelt as 
saying the economic crisis is “a 
reset” that should include funda- 
mental changes in American in- 
stitutions. “If this is a reset, it’s 
time to reorganize our state and 
local government structures for 
today’s realities rather than cling 
to the sensibilities of the 20th 
century,” Brokaw wrotes. “If we 
demand this from General Mo- 
tors, we should ask no less of 
ourselves.”

Landra Lewis said... 

Brokaw is right on target. A 
poor state like KY should not be 
financing 120 county govern- 
ments. But who will have the 
guts to consolidate counties and 
destroy these little fiefdoms? 

Anonymous said... 

In one of the depressed areas 
of Virginia, the school board pro- 
posed consolidating two high 
schools because of the reduced 
enrollment associated with loss 
of jobs. WWIII almost broke out. 
Consolidation would have en- 
abled the county to offer more AP 
classes and reduce cost. Citizens 
objected so strongly that it did 
not happen.

ground equipment is really 
needed at the park,” McKenzie 
said. “Especially wheelchair 
ramps, adequate surfacing for 
wheelchairs and special needs 
swings. There are several grants 
that can be used to purchase this 
equipment if the city follows 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) guidelines.” 

McKenzie also noted that a 
door is off a bathroom stall at the 
park, and that a small permanent 
concession stand is needed for 
outdoor events. 

Other suggestions included 
holding concerts, plays, commu- 
nity auctions and other special 
events at the park to showcase 
local talent and raise money for 
maintenance needs with the assis- 
tance of local civic groups. 

Mayor Jim Rupe said he 
would consider McKenzie’s sug- 
gestions. 

“I think Melissa has brought 
up some good points,” Rupe said. 
“The restrooms should definitely 
be repaired, and ADA improve- 
ments should be made if possible. 
It is also important to find non- 
harmful construction materials 
that all kids can use.” 

Councilwoman Belinda Jor- 
dan concurred. 

“We did not consider special 
needs children when we put play- 
ground equipment in the park,” 
Jordan said. “But we should have. 
If there are grants we could use 
to make the park more handicap 
accessible, then we should use 
them.” 

In other business, the council 
heard a presentation from Assis- 
tant Fire Chief David Conley re- 
garding land preparation for a 
new firehouse and countywide 
fire training facility. 

The firehouse lot, which is lo- 
cated on Index Hill below 
Whisman’s Body Shop, was do- 
nated to the city last summer by 
Commercial Bank. 

“The fire department is cur- 
rently in the process of securing 
funds for a firehouse,” Conley 
said. “Before we can start con- 
struction, we have to have the lot 
prepared by getting water to the 
site, moving electric lines, etc. I 
request that the city start getting 
this property ready and consider 
looking at buildings.” 

Conley stated that firehouse 
construction options included a 
$600,000-$700,000 brick build- 
ing, or a $300,000 metal build- 
ing. 

Councilman Mark Walter 
agreed that land preparation is the 
key issue in beginning construc- 
tion. 

“It doesn’t matter if we have a 
$300,000 firehouse or a more ex- 
pensive one,” Walter said. “We 
can’t move forward until we get 
permission from the state regard- 
ing right-of-way issues. We need 
to know these guidelines before 
we can do anything.” 

Councilwoman Jordan ex- 
pressed concerns about the aes- 
thetics of a metal building. 

“I don’t think we should rush 
to put up a metal building just to 
say it’s there,” Jordan said. “This 
building will be a main attraction 
coming into town, and I think it 
needs to be very tastefully con- 
structed.” 

Councilman Walter moved to 
go forward with preparation of 
the firehouse property, which his 
fellow council members unani- 
mously approved. 

The following items were also 
approved: 

V A Relay for Life grant re- 
quest of $1,000. 

V Acceptance of the West Lib- 
erty Fire Department’s Standard 
Operating Guidelines. 

V A continuity of government 
resolution that would make 
Councilman John May acting 
mayor in the absence Mayor Jim 
Rupe, which the council unani- 
mously accepted. 

V The payment of unbilled 
water storage fees to the Corps of 
Engineers. (The city is required 
to pay an annual maintence fee 
for the withdrawal of water from 
Cave Run Lake, but did not re- 
ceive recent charges due to a 
Corps of Engineers billing error.) 

Before adjournment, Council- 
woman Jordan brought several 
additional items before the coun- 
cil, including the following: 

V A request for additional po- 
lice patrols past the Kiwanis 
skateboard park due to noise lev- 
els and bullying, to which Police 
Chief Kelse Hensley said a spe- 
cial police watch request must be 
filed. 

V A request to consider allow- 
ing Jodi Franklin, of Morgan- 
Franklin LLC, to perform annual 
city audits for next year, to which 
City Clerk Sally Barker said all 
interested parties would have the

Site-Based Decision Making 
staffing guidelines and alloca- 
tions were also approved. 

Before adjournment, the 
board moved to enter into a one- 
year building lease agreement 
with Gateway Community Ac- 
tion pertaining to the agency’s 
headquarters near Herdman Field 
on College Street.

Kentucky, but that the Kentucky 
Department for Public Health is 
asking that physicians, hospitals, 
public health workers and other 
health are providers submit 
samples from any patient testing 
positive for influenza A or that a 
health care provider strongly sus- 
pects might be infected with 
swine flu, to the state Public 
Health Laboratory for further 
testing. 

“The state lab can determine 
if the illness is caused by human 
influenza,” Trent said. “If it does 
not make this determination, then 
the samples can be sent to the 
Centers for Disease Control to 
see if it is the swine flu.” 

Over the weekend, the federal 
government declared a state of 
public health emergency to allow 
federal, state and local govern- 
ments to prepare for additional 
response efforts, such as acquir- 
ing supplies and counter mea- 
sures for pandemic influenza, in- 
cluding the acquisition of addi- 
tional antiviral drugs and masks 
held by the Strategic National 
Stockpile. 

Trent said Kentucky had 
asked for these supplies to be 
delivered to the state. Public 
health officials said they should 
arrive in within one week. 

Trent also said that KHG was 
also asking Kentuckians who 
may have traveled recently to 
Mexico or affected areas, or who 
are planning such travel, to be 
alert for the symptoms of swine 
flu in the following days: 

• Monitor yourself and travel 
companions for symptoms of fe- 
ver, chills, headache, sore throat, 
cough, body aches and vomiting 
or diarrhea. 

• If symptoms of flu-life ill- 
ness develop within seven days 
of travel return, seek evaluation 
by a health care provider as soon 
as possible. 

• Be sure to tell your health 
care provider about your recent 
travel and suggest testing for in- 
fluenza. 

• Stay home from work, 
school and other public places 
until you are feeling well. 

In addition to take precaution- 
ary measures, the Gateway Dis- 
trict will be participating in daily 
conference calls with state and 
other local officials in order to 
effectively monitor the situation. 

“We understand that people 
are very concerned about the ap- 
pearance of swine flu within the 
U.S. and we are doing everything 
we can to provide the kind of in- 
formation that people can use to 
protect themselves and their 
loved ones,” said Bobby Ratliff, 
director of public health at Gate- 
way District Health Department. 

Ratliff added, “Our kids need 
to wash their hands and cover 
their cough the same as adults, 
These are simple measures but 
can help reduce the chances of 
getting the flu - any kind of flu. 
It’s also important to remember 
that 36,000 deaths occur each 
year in the United States as a re- 
sult of the normal seasonal flu but 
so far, all patients who have been 
infected with the swine flu are 
recovering normally.”

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IN MEMORIAM 




In Loving Memory of 
Dallas Andrew Phipps 
Aug. 7, 1924 • April 19, 2009 
Our Brother • Our Uncle , 
Dallas Phipps 

Dallas had no biological chil- 
dren— but he was from a large, 
loving family and earned the love 
and admiration of 37 nieces and 
nephews. 

There will perhaps never be a 
definitive history of the men of 
the 3rd Infantry Division written. 
While the men of World War I 
marched off to glorious tunes and 
the expectation of a short war, the 
soldiers of World War II knew 
that their war would be long and 
hard for they had already watched 
Europe being torn apart in the 
years before the United States 
was thrust into it. 

We know how many tons of 
bombs were dropped, how many 
civilians and soldiers were lost, 
how many medals were given, 
and how many widows were 
made. The leaders have all writ- 
ten their stories and most of them 
have passed on, for they were a 
few years older than the vast ma- 
jority of young men who fought 
the war. 

Their accomplishments and 
deeds of heroism rival those of 
any empire or army of any period 
of history. Each of them had a 
story to tell, and now a great 
many of them are gone and their 
memories buried with them. In 
2005, in an effort to record his 



part in history, Dallas participated 
in an oral interview that perma- 
nently resides in the Library of 
Congress for generations to share. 

We cannot begin to summon 
words which will adequately de- 
scribe what we owe these people, 
nor can anyone else. The effect is 
still in process, in the forward 
momentum of linear time that we 
know as life. 

Suffice it to say, we owe a debt 
of gratitude to that generation and 
should honor them all. One of 
them was Dallas Phipps. We will 
miss him but he, like all loved 
ones who pass on, will never be 
forgotten. 

Here is a simple, but incred- 
ible summary of what he was a 
part of. His ability, fighting spirit, 
and great fortune to have survived 
the world changing events of the 
1940s has led to all of us being 
here today either directly as part 
of his family, or indirectly as one 
of his friends. We thank you for 
coming to honor him as we cel- 
ebrate his life here on Earth. 

Dallas proudly served as a Pri- 
vate First Class with the 3rd In- 
fantry Division, 15th Infantry 
Regiment of the U.S. Army dur- 
ing World War II. He took part in 
three separate beach landings, and 
was involved in direct combat in 
Italy, France and Germany. He 
was the recipient of the Bronze 
Star, the Combat Infantry Badge 
and the Victory in Europe Award. 

On July 10, 1943, Dallas and 
the 3rd Infantry Division made an 
assault landing in Sicily, fought 
their way into Palermo before the 
armor could get there, and raced 
on to capture Messina, ending the 
Sicilian campaign. Nine days af- 
ter the Italian invasion, Dallas and 
the 3rd landed at Salerno, Italy 
and in intensive action drove 
across the Volturno River and on 
to capture Cassino. After a brief 
rest, on January 22, 1944, his unit 
was ordered to hit the beaches at 
Anzio, where for four months 
they maintained a toe-hold 
against furious German counter- 
attacks. On February 29, 1944, 
Dallas’ unit fought off an attack 
by three German Divisons. 

In May 1944, Dallas’ Division 
broke out of the beachhead at 
Anzio and fought on to take 
Rome. On August 15, 1944, an- 
other D-day, he landed at St. 



Tropez, France, advanced up the 
Rhone Valley, through the 
Vosges Mountains, and reached 
the Rhine River at Strasbourg, 
France in November 1944. Two 
months later he took part in clear- 
ing the Colmar Pocket, where he 
once spent over two hours pinned 
down in an open field by a 
sniper’s bullets striking just 
inches from his face. 

On 15 March 1945 his unit 
struck against Siegfried Line po- 
sitions south of Zweibrucken, 
Germany. His Division smashed 
through the defenses and crossed 
the Rhine River, March 26, then 
drove on to take Nurnberg in a 
fierce battle, capturing the city in 
block-by-block fighting during 
April 1945. Dallas and the 3rd 
pushed on to take Augsburg and 
Munich, and was in the vicinity 
of Salzburg, Germany when the 
war in Europe ended. 

The 3rd Division suffered 
more combat deaths in World 
War II than any other U.S. Divi- 
sion in history. After one battle 
he fought in Dallas was one of 
only 19 men left alive in his com- 
pany. During the French Cam- 
paign, Dallas was awarded the 
Bronze Star Medal for valor, and 
two Presidential Unit Citations, 
one from the 3rd Infantry Divi- 
sion, and one from the 15th In- 
fantry Regiment. He received 
these medals in a formation 
standing just four men down 
from Audie Murphy, who re- 
ceived the Medal of Honor for 
his actions during the same 
battle. 

Coincidently, when Audie 
Murphy asked Dallas to appear 
in the movie “To Hell and Back” 
portraying their part in those 
battles, Dallas declined to appear 
in the movie, and when I asked 
him why, he told me “I didn’t do 
any of that to be a movie star; I 
did it because it was what had to 
be done.” 

During his service, Dallas 
contracted malaria, suffered 
frostbite to both feet, lost one eye 
and endured other uncountable 
hardships so that we all may live 
in freedom to this day. 

During my own service in 
Iraq, when situations got tough 
or I thought things were becom- 
ing unbearable, I often thought 
of the things Dallas endured, and 
drew strength from him to carry 
on. 

Dallas never forgot the men 
that fought and died at his side, 
he attended the 3rd Infantry Di- 
vision annual reunions for the 
past 60 years. 

Our “Rock of the Marne” has 
now passed on. We are left with 
a sense of loss that will never 
completely heal...

Dallas Andrew Phipps, of 
Ocala, Florida, passed away at 
the age of 84 on Sunday, April 
19, 2009. 

He was born August 7, 1924, 
in Morgan County, Kentucky, a 
son of the late Hershel and Edith 
Bush Phipps. 

He proudly served as a Private 
First Class (PFC) with the 3rd 
Infantry Division, 15th Infantry 
Regiment of the U.S. Army and 
took part in direct combat dur- 
ing World War II in Italy, France 
and Germany.

Inspection Period For The 
Property Tax Assessment Roll 

The Morgan County real property tax roll will be opened 
for inspection from May 4 through May 18, 2009. Under the 
supervision of Darby Franklin, Morgan County property 
valuation administrator, or one of the deputies, any person 
may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2009, assessment on which state, 
county, and school taxes for 2009 will be due on or about 
October 15, 2009. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation 
administrator in the county courthouse and may be inspected 
between the hours of 8:00 a.m. and 4:00 p.m, Monday through 
Friday, and Saturdays by appointment. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real 
property made by the PVA must first request a conference 
with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may be 
held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real 
property, after the conference with the PVA or designated 
deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment 
appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person 
or sending a letter or other written petition stating the reasons 
for appeal, identifying the property and stating the taxpayer’s 
opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office no 
later than one work day following the conclusion of the 
inspection period. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the board, 
either in person or by designated representative, will not be 
eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax 
Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be made 
to the county board of assessment appeals. Personal property 
taxpayers shall be served notice under the provisions of KRS 
132.450(4) and shall have the protest and appeal rights granted 
under the provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does 
not agree with the assessed value of personal property as 
determined by the property valuation administrator. 

He must list under protest (for certification) what he 
believes to be the fair cash value of his property. 

He must file a written protest directly with the Department 
of Revenue, Office of Property Valuation within 30 days from 
the date of the notice of assessment. 

This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110 

The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be 
appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

What is sorghum? 



Sweet sorghum is one of the 
oldest natural sweeteners, made 
from 100% pure natural juice ex- 
tracted from sorghum cane. The 
juice is cleansed of impurities and 
concentrated by evaporation in 
open pans into a clear, amber col- 
ored, mild flavored syrup. It is 
100% natural and contains no 
chemicals additives of any kind. 

Sorghum was the main sweet- 
ener used by early Kentucky set- 
tlers. It provided energy and made 
otherwise plain foods tasty and 
nutritious. Just as we can today, 
they used it for baking, cooking, 
sweetening beverages and flavor- 
ing meats. 



Kentucky and Tennessee are 
the leading states in sorghum pro- 
duction. 

What are the health benefits of 
sorghum? 

Sorghum contains the vital 
nutrients iron, calcium, potassium 
and anti-oxidants. Before the de- 
velopment of daily vitamins 
many physicians prescribed sor- 
ghum as a daily supplement.
